The seventeenth annual 
meeting of the Society 
of Arts and Crafts, 
Boston, was held on 
Wednesday evening, 
February 25th, at the hall of the Twen- 
tieth Century Club, S Joy Street, Bos- 
ton. As in the past three years, it was 
preceded by an informal supper attended 
by over one hundred members. The 
president, Prof. H. Langford Warren, 
presided over the business meeting and 
after the reading of the various reports 
of the year, made the annual award of 
the Society's bronze medals of merit to 
Miss Mary C. Sears, bookbinder, Bos- 
ton; Mrs. Josephine Hartwell Shaw, 
jeweler, Duxbury; Mr. Frank L. Kora- 
lewsky, ironworker, Boston, for his in- 
dividual work and in memory of Freder- 
ick Krasser. Forty-one of the craftsmen 
members were advanced to the grade of 
master in recognition of the excellence 
of their work. The report of the treas- 
urer, Mr. H. P. Macomber, showed that 
the sales for the past year were the 
largest in the history of the Society, 
amounting to nearly $72,000, and that 
the finances of the Society were in a 
satisfactory condition. The following 
directors were elected to serve for three 
years: Mr. Charles T. Carruth, Mr. I. 
Kirchmayer, Mr. H. P. Macomber, Miss 
Mary C. Sears and Mr. C. Howard 
Walker.

The Minneapolis 
Society of Fine Arts is endeavoring to 
make a complete inventory of the ob- 
jects of art possessed in Minneapolis 
and its vicinity, and is undertaking a 
census in the hope of locating all such 
objects, and of properly classifying and 
cataloguing them with the names and 
addresses of their owners.

The thirteenth annual 
exhibition of the New 
Orleans Art Association 
held in the Delgado Art 
Museum comprises oil paintings, water- 
colors, pastels, and examples of handi- 
craft such as pottery, bookbinding, em- 
broidery, etc. Especially notable among 
the arts and crafts exhibits were beau- 
tiful examples of porcelain with high fire 
colored glaze by Adelaide Alsop Rob- 
ineau of Syracuse, bookbinding by Miss 
Lola Lee Troy of the Newcomb Art 
School, and an example of Newcomb 
Pottery by Henrietta Bailey. A group 
of marine paintings by George H. 
Clements, made in sub-tropical waters, 
is also quite out of the ordinary. 



exhibition in The eighteenth annual 

providence exhibition of the Provi- 
dence Water Color Club 
opened at the Gallery of the Providence 
Art Club on February 17, 1914, with a 
reception to members and friends of the 
club. The exhibition comprised 135 paint- 
ings in water-color, pastel, pencil and 
pen-and-ink, and was of unusual merit. 

The club was fortunate in having this 
year for its exhibition the work of 
William C. Loring, a member of the 
faculty of the Rhode Island School of 
Design. Mr. Loring contributed a group 
of very interesting monotypes and three 
colored drawings. His work has orig- 
inality and distinction. 

Miss Julia Brewster was well repre- 
sented by a group of tropical landscapes 
admirably rendered, and Miss Eliza D. 
Gardiner showed pastels of special note.
